A BRIEF HISTORY 


A steering committee was established in 1981 to help foster 
greater interaction between the various youth groups of 
Brisbane and Qld. It was decided that a State Youth 
Conference be held, and under the guidance of Paula Masselos, 
who was then the Social Worker in the Greek Camnity of 
Brisbane, the first Youth Conference was held. Out of the 
first conference came the Youth Council as it is today. At 
present, there are seven youth groups from Brisbane 
represented on the Council, as well as affiliations with 
country youth groups, representing the majority of Greek Youth 
in Australia. 

The Council's main aim is to create an awareness and 
understanding in our communities and to help bind the youth 
groups into a united body of associations for the benefit of 
the community and future generations of Greek Australians. 
Delegates should feel free to approach the Council with 
regards to any matter or problem they wish to discuss, dealing 
with their own situation or more widespread topics. This 
conference will be recorded, and any recommendations passed 
will be put forward at the next National Conference in 1991. 
This conference is open to all interested youth 15 and over.

HOW THE WAR WITH TROY BEGAN. 

The most beautiful woman in the world was Helen, and when 
Paris came to Sparta she was the wife of Menelaus for three years. 
Menelaus welcomed Paris into his home, but while he was <a guest 
he won the love of Helen; and when he left Sparta for Troy, she went 
with him. . 

Menelaus appealed to his brother, Agamemnon, and the king at 
once send word to Helen 's former suitors requesting them to keep their 
oath of allegience. And they, with the other Kings and lords of Greece, 
gathered together a great army and a fleet of ships so they could 
sail to Troy, and win back Helen for Menelaus as well as taking revenge 
on Paris, who has broken the sacred laws of hospitality by stealing 
the wife of his host. | 

Patroclus, one of Helen 's suitors, was amongst those who 

were called to war, and Peleus was willing that Achilles, though 
very young, should go with him and lead the Myrmidons, the men of 
Phthia, to battle, since Peleus himself was too old to fight. 

| But Thetis, Achilles' mother, knew that her son was doomed 
to either a long, uneventful life or a short life full of glory, 
and everlasting fame; and in an attempt to keep these choices from hin, 
she clothed, as a girl and sent him secretly to King Lycomedes on the 
island of Scyros, bidding him to hide her son amongst his daughters. 
Achilles remained hidden there for a time, when one of the daughters, 
Deidameia fell in love with him and they had a son, Neoptolemus. 


But the Greeks still needed the support of the brave warriors 
the Myrmidons , and so, Odysseus went all about Greece looking for 
Achilles. Disguised as a merchant he Finally came to Lycomedes' house, 
suspecting Achilles to be there. He asked to show his merchandise 
to the King 's daughters and this was granted . He showed them jewels, 
embroidered robes and other trinkets as they crowded about him 
in delight. He looked closely at them, but as yet could not guess 
amongst them which one could be Achilles. But amid the trinkets he 
had hidden a sword. 

After a while, he made a gesture to one of his followers, 
who went outside the house and there blew a war blast on a horn. The 
maidens fled screaming, sobbing and trembling in fear. However, one
